where  they  will  be  floated  to  the  mills.  These 
loads  average  about  7000  feet  of  finest  white  pine. 


The  yellow  and  black  signs  which  the 
Ontario  Government  has  had  placed  along 
all  trails  and  portages  in  the  country,  call¬ 
ing  attention  to  camp  fires,  etc.  The  sign 
reads:  “Look  before  you  leave — see  that 
your  fires  are  out;  save  your  forest  You 
may  want  to  camp  here  again."  Below  Is 
another  specially  adapted  for  use  in 
Algonquin  Park.

This  is  a  French  bush  term  for  a  man  whose  duty  it  Is  to  keep  the  logging 
roads  In  repair.  He  works  in  league  with  the  water  wagon  that  sprinkles  the  roads  so  as  to  give 
a  hard,  smooth  surface — thus  making  it  possible  to  haul  heavy  loads.
